The original request for information regarding him 
came from Sir Eq@m@rda Fraser who it appears was instructed 
by the Home Authorities to the effect that a man who 
was stated to have oome from Japan to Shanghai was a 
German Secret Service agent and should be shadowed. 

The name was not known but the Japanese Consul General 
through the agency of the Japanese Post Office here 
discovered that a Captain Blomeyer was receiving letters from 
Japan addressed to him at No.54 Avenue @Bubail, It was 

then ascertained that Bhomeyer had come from Yokohama 

where he had a residence but the Japanese Authorities chere 
had no knowledge of his being a secret service agent. 

The address was given to Mr, Kahn Gonsuk General for 
France and he instructed the Police of the French Concession 
to have a watch kept on the movements of Blomeyer.

Mr Cassell British Secret Service Agent residing at the 
house of Mrs Limby in Jinkce Road informed Detective Inspector 
Eek on the 23rd that a German named O Dopking manager of A 
Walfing & Co No 6 Kta@kians Road and who resided at No 160 
Bubbling Well Road, was formerly a German Secret Service agent 
in England, that he was sent out to China in connection with 
this same service and that his ections at the present time were 
not altogether without suspicione Information was supplied by 
a Mr Norbmarry the father of a young man employed with Wulring 
& Co to the effect that Dopking kept always 2000 or 3000 dollass 
in ready monsy in the safe to provide against contingencies 
which were not likely to arise in the ordinary course of 
business, that he was at present intending going to Woosung,s 
that he was searchins for a suitable box or trunk to be taken 
to his house oi Bubbling ‘lell Road in which to store something 
(probably e::pleosives). It was stated that he was living with 
two other Germanse . 

Inquiries were made by D S Sullivan who reported that the 
tenant of the house was originally a Mr F Ehrenfeld, an 
Assistant Sanitary Inspector in the employ of the Health Bept 
of the S uC, who being a reservist of the Austrian army left 
Shanghai ani endeavoured to return to his country to rejoin 
the colours on the outbreak of the war but beins unable to get 
further than America on the homeward journey he returred to 
Shanghai ant resumed the work he had left. He is at present 
satayins with 2 Mrs Rosenthal at No 164 Bubbling Well Road, is 
enzarsed to be married to the daughter of that lady and will 
return shortly to his former residencee DS Sullivan ascertained 
that Mr Dopiins is pactiz.; up to so to the Woosuns Hotel to-day 
fsatn), tuat he had unked his boy to so along with him to that 
place and that the latter had declined.
